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Preface 


This book is a response to the Ahmadiyyah Community who on July 16, 2022, 
uploaded a video titled “Seven Irrefutable Proofs for Ahmadiyya Islam" which you can 
watch here. This book is written from the perspective of THE true Islam, the followers 
of the Ahl-ul-Bait (May peace and blessings be upon them), specifically the followers of 
the reports of the Ahl-ul-Bait. This book will not prove that the followers of the 
Ahl-ul-Bait are true Muslims, but rather disprove Ahmadiyyah from the Rawafidh 
perspective. 

I’ve not created this book except to serve the Ahl-ul-Bait, and to make sure that 
their followers do not doubt their religion and fall into the trap of the accursed satan. I 
hope that all true Shi'a will be able to benefit from this book, and perhaps the entire 
Muslim Ummah. Maybe the Nawasib will take this book as their door into the light of 
the Ahl-ul-Bait, or the Ahmadiyyah as their door into leaving this religion that falsely 
claims to be Al-Islam. 

In this book, my main sources will be common sense, logic, the Corpus of the 
Ahl-ul-Bait, and some Corpus of the Nawasib and the Ahmadiyyah. Again, the main 
purpose of this book is to disprove Ahmadiyyah and not to prove Rawafidh as the true 
religion, this is a topic that can be explained by those far more knowledgeable than me. 

Iam only a fallible and indeed if the knowledge of Islam was a sea, I would not 
have even an atom’s weight of water. However, this atom’s weight is enough to disprove 
the Ahmadiyyah, as when it comes to the Ahmadiyyah they don’t even have half of an 
electron’s weight in logic. 

As I write this before the martyrdom of the greatest scholar of Islam, the chosen 
of Allah, and proof of Allah, Imam Ja’far b. Muhammad as-Sadigq [a.], I dedicate this 
book to him [a.], to his service.

Who are the Ahmadiyyah? 


dae YI 4 'Y! aclé|, Al-Jama/at al-Islamiyyah al-Ahmadiyyah, or the Ahmadi 


Islamic Community as they proclaim themselves, also known as the Qadiyanis, are a 
group of people who believe that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani is the Messiah, the 
Mahdi, and a lesser prophet. This is already blasphemous in all groups who claim to be 
Muslim, especially towards the true Muslims who follow the true Mahdi, al-Qa’im [aj.], 
the son of Al-Hassan al-Askari [a.]. 

As shown by the video which was aforementioned, the Qadiyanis try to justify 
this, and their justifications will be refuted in later chapters of this book. Again, this 
book will not prove why al-Qa’im al-Mahdi [aj.], the son of Imam Al-Askari [a.], is the 
Mahdi, but rather why Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani is not the Messiah. 

At the same time, this book will not prove why ‘Isa ibn Maryam, better known as 
Jesus Christ the son of Mary is the Messiah, but why Ahmad Qadiyani is neither Mahdi 
nor Messiah nor Prophet, but rather a Munafiq (Hypocrite), a Kafir (infidel), and a liar. 

As this book is dedicated to being read by Muslims, those who claim to be 
Muslims, and the Ahmadis/Qadiyanis, I will not explain Islamic Concepts or Islamic 
Terminology. This book will be primarily in English and Arabic will make an 
appearance when quoting the Qur’an, or the Hadith of the Ahl-ul-Bait.

Survival of The Ahmadiyyah Refutations 


The Ahmadiyyah, as their first irrefutable proof claim that the Qur’an states that 
anyone who falsely claims to be after the Prophet [s.], will die a violent death, or in other 
words be killed. The Qur'an verse in question? The Qadiyani brings Surah al-Haqqah 
Ayat 45-48. Before I show the verses in question, it is notable to mention that the 
Qadiyani made an error, as although he brought out Ayat 45-48, the Arabic text actually 
belongs to Ayat 44-47. However, surely, this could be an editing error.

So how does this prove that Mirza Ghulam was the true Messiah? The Qadiyani 
goes on to say, “Just as those who are truly from God receive God’s support and help to 
achieve their purpose, those who falsely claim God’s authority are destroyed by him.” 
He continues on, saying that despite this verse being attributed to the Prophet 
Muhammad (May peace be upon him and his family) the majority of Muslim scholars 
agree that this applies to everyone who claims to receive divine revelation. 

He continues, “Their reasoning is if God is willing to destroy his most beloved 
servant for lying in God’s name, then why would he spare anyone else for doing the 
same?” He later goes on to quote the bible and says that the Prophet received revelations 
for 23 years whilst Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani received revelations for 31 years 
without facing divine retribution. 

This was his first mistake. Firstly, the majority of the true Muslim scholars agree 


that adding your own opinion (ijtihad) to the religion is forbidden and that the true 


interpretation of the Qur’an lies with the Prophet [s.] and his Ahl-ul-Bait [a.], so let us 


see what they say about these verses. 


Muhammad Bin Yaqoub, from Ali Bin Muhammad, from one of our companions, 
from Ibn Mahboub, from Muhammad Bin Al-Fazeyl, ‘From Abu Al Hassan Al Maazy a.s (7th 
Imam) — he (the narrator) said, ‘I asked, ‘(What about): Surely it is a word of an honorable 
Rasool [69:40]? He said: ‘It Means Jibraeel, from Allah, regarding the Wilayah of Ali’. He (the 
narrator) said, ‘I said, ‘(What about): And it ts not the word of a poet. Little 1s what you are 
believing in [69:41]? He said: “They were saying, ‘Muhammad is lying upon his Lord. And 
Allah has not Commanded by this regarding Ali’. So Allah Revealed the Quran (Verses) with 
that, so He Said: “Surely Wilayah of Ali, It is a Revelation from Lord of the Worlds 
[69:43] And if he —- Muhammad, were to say (fabricate) upon Us some of the sayings 
[69:44] We would have seized him by the right hand, [69:45] Then We would 
certainly have cut off the aorta (vein) from him [69:46]”.*

Context is important. According to the Tafseer of Imam al-Kadhim [a.], These 
verses were revealed when many people opposed the Wilayah of Imam Ali [a.]. 
Furthermore, the Qadiyani used Analogy on this Qur’an verse as well as quoting the 


analogy of other scholars who claim to be from the Muslim Nation. 


This is also a mistake, and proves Ahmadiyyah to be from Shaytan, although he 
does address this later on, that will also be refuted. Moreover, from the Shi’i corpus, we 


see that the first to do Analogy is Iblis.

Ali ibn Ibrahim has narrated from his father from Ahmad tbn ‘Abd Allah al-Aqili from Tsa 
ibn ‘Abd Allah al-Quyrashi who has said the following: ‘Once, abu Hanifa came to see Imam Abu 
Abd Allah a.s who said to abu Hantfa, ‘O abu Hantfa, do you practice analogy as I hear you do’? 
Abu Hanifa replied, Yes, I do practice analogy.’ The Imam then said to him, “Do not practice it; 
the first person who used analogy was Iblis when he said, “Lord, you have created me from fire 
and created him from clay.’ He analogized fire with day. If he had compared 43) 51 ‘the light in 
Adamas and light of “14 ‘the fire, he would have learned about the difference between the two 
lights and the excellence of one over the other.’

As proven by the reports of the Ahl-ul-Bait [a.], we can see that the verses that the 
Ahmadiyyah brought up are only referring to the Prophet [s.] and were revealed when 
he was challenged on the Wilayah of Imam Ali ibn Abi Talib [a.]. So using the thought 
process that this must also refer to anyone who claims to be divine is irrational and goes 


against the teachings of the Prophet [s.] and his Ahl-ul-Bait [a.]. 


He has said that the scholars who claim to be Muslim claim that this applies to 


anyone, so let us see what the Nawasib says on this verse: 


Allah says, (And if he had forged a false saying concerning Us,) meaning, tf Muhammad forged 
something against Us, as they daim, and added or removed anything from the Message, or said 
anything from himself while attributing tt to Us, then We would surely be swift in punishing 
him. And of course, Muhammad did not do any of this (as the disbelievers claimed).' Thus, Allah 
says, (We surely would have seized him by his right hand,) It has been said that this means, We 
would seize him by the right hand because tt ts more stronger in grabbing.’ (And then We 
certainly would have cut off Al-Watin from him,) Ibn ‘Abbas satd, "It (Al-Watin) refers to the 
artery of the heart, and tt ts the vein that ts attached to the heart." This has also been said by 
Tkrimah, Sa td bin Jubayr, Al-Hakim, Qatadah, Ad-Dahhak, Muslim Al-Batin, and Abu 
Sakhr Humayd bin Ziyad. Muhammad bin Ka said, "It (Al-Watin) is the heart, its blood, 


and whatever ts near it." Concerning Allah's statement, (And none of you could have prevented it

from him.) means, ‘none of you would be able to come between Us and him if We wanted to do 
any of this to him.’ The meaning behind all of this is to say that he (Muhammad ) 1s truthful, 
righteous, and guided because Allah determined what he ts to convey from Him, and Allah helps 
him with fantastic miracles and definite proofs.

And had he forged some statements in Our name, We would have certainly seized him by the 
right hand, and then severed his life-astery,...(69:44-46) 

The word taqawwul means ‘to forge, fabricate or concoct’ and the word watin refers to ‘aorta or 
life-artery’. This ts the main artery that carries blood from the heart to other parts of the body. 
Once this artery ts cut off; death occurs instantly. The foregoing verses refute the outrageous 
thoughts of the disbelievers. They used to accuse the Prophet o [s.] of being a poet and a soothsayer. 
They said that the Quran was the word of a poet or the word of a soothsayer. The Qur'an 
denounces their argument - it ts not the word of a poet nor the word of a soothsayer; tt ts a 
revelation from Allah to His Messenger [s.]. In other words, in verses [ 37-38] it was claimed 
that all visible and invisible things prove that the Prophet is Allah’s true Messenger and that the 
Qur'an ts Allah's revealed Word and not the imaginary flight of a poet's mind or the wild 
conjectures of a diviner. In this and the preceding three verses another invincible argument ts 
given in support of his claim. The argument ts to the effect that if the Prophet [s.] had been a 
forger of lies against Allah, Allah's strong hand would have seized him by the throat and cut off 
his life artery and he would have certainly met with a violent death. The invincible argument ts 
put forward in a strong language - assuming the impossible - to make the ignorant realize the 
worst-case scenario. The expression ‘right hand'ts used probably because when a convicted 
criminal 1s to be executed, the executioner stands in front facing the condemned person. The 
executioner's left-hand faces the guilty person's right hand. The executioner holds the condemned 
person with his left hand and attacks him with his right hand. .A Cautionary Note: This verse 
refers to a theoretical situation relating to the Apostle of Allah in particular that lest God forbid if 
he were to concoct a word and impute it to Allah, this is the way he would have been dealt with. A 
hypothetical situation ts a possible situation, not an actual situation. Thus this does not 
necessarily set down a universal principle that any and every impostor, who lays 
claim to prophethood, would be destroyed as a matter of general rule. History records 
that many impostors laid claim to prophethood, but no such destructive punishment 
was ever imposed on them.

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There is more that I could quote, but it seems that even these impure Tafasir 
from the Nawasib disprove the Qadiyani’s claim. The two books from the Nasibis I 
brought are some of the biggest books within the Corpus of the Sunnis—who make up 
the majority of those who claim to be Muslim. As you can see, the Ahmadiyyah have 


resorted to lies in order to make their claims. 


73 Sects Prove Ahmadiyyah Refutation 


The Qadiyani titles this chapter of the video “Rejection by the Ummah, and 
(Ahmadiyyah’s) ongoing success” He says that even though many people try to destroy 
the Ahmadiyyah community, the Ahmadiyyah continues to grow. He continues by 
saying that the Mahdi will not be naturally accepted (by the Muslim Ummah) contrary 
to common belief. This much is true as according to the Shi’ah corpus, the Sufiyani 
Army which claims to be Muslim will be the first to go against Al-Qa’im [aj.]. 

The Qadiyani brings back yet another Qur’an verse, this time Surah 36, Ayah 31, 
however, the verse they print is Surah 36, Ayah 30, but this could be because they count 
the Basmala as Ayah 1 surely? Either way in the verse, Allah the highest states:

The Qadiyani makes a connection with this verse and the persecution and 
rejection of the Ahmadiyyah by the Muslim Ummah, as well as saying that this was 
prophesied by the Prophet [s.] via the 73 sect Hadith. 


The Quran Verse 


Once again the Qadiyani makes the fatal mistake of using analogy and comparing 
this verse with the modern persecution of Islam, this has already been proved to be from 
Shaytan, therefore this will not be discussed in depth again. Now let us look at the 
Tafseer of Quran 36:30: 


Muhammad Bin Hamaam and Muhammad Bin Al-Hassan Bin Muhammad Bin Jambhour, 
altogether from Al-Hassan Bin Muhammad Bin Jamhour, from his father, from some of his 
men, from Al-MufazzAl-Bin Umar who said, ‘Abu Abdullah said: ‘The News (Hadeeth) you 


know (understand), ts better than ten which you report. For every truth, there ts a reality, and for

each correctness ts light (of understanding). Then he said: ‘By Allah! I do not consider a man 
from our Shias to be a man of understanding (488) until he recognizes his error when he makes 
the error. Amir-al-Momineen said upon the Pulpit of Al-Kufa: ‘Surely (coming up) behind you ts 
Fitna, darkness, utter blindness. None shall be rescued from tt except for ‘Al-Nowmat’ (4433). It 
was said, ‘O Amir-Al-Momineen, and what is the Al-Nowmat’? He said: ‘The one who 
recognizes the people, and the people do not recognize him (avoids fame). And know, that the earth 
does not remain empty from the Divine Authority of Allah Mighty and Majestic, but Allah will 
Blind His creatures from him due to their injustices, and their tyranny, and thetr extravagance 
upon themselves. And tf the earth were to be empty from the Divine Authority of Allah even for 
one moment, it would submerge (implode) along with its people. But, the Divine Authority does 
recognize the people, but they do not recognize him, just as Yusuf recognized the people and they 
were denying him.’ Then he recited: O regret upon the servants! There did not come a 
Rasool to them except they were mocking him [36:30]”.

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The Hadith of 73 Sects 


The Qadiyani quotes: 


“My people will be divided into 73 sections, all of them will enter hellfire except 
one.” The people asked, “Who are they, O Messenger of Allah?” The Holy Prophet 


satd, “They are those who will be like me and my companions.” 


He says that the Muslim Ummah will have 72 wrongful sects while there will be 1 
isolated community on the other side that will be distinct and on the right path. He says 
that the Ahmadiyyah is that one isolated sect, and that all other sects deem the 
Ahmadiyyah as heretical, proving that it is that one isolated sect. 

First of all his claim is not true whatsoever, every single sect claims to be the true 
form of Islam, and when you do that, you call all other sects of Islam heretical. 
Therefore, every single sect of the 73 sects is isolated from the other 72 sects and called 
heretical by the aforementioned 72 sects. 


Furthermore, the Hadith he quoted is a distorted hadith. Here is the true hadith: 


Yahya Al Baka’ who has narrated the following from Ali: ‘The Messenger of 
Allah said: My community will be divided into seventy-three sects, one of these 
sects will achieve salvation, and the rest of them will be destroyed, and the one 
which will achieve salvation is the one which will attach itself to your 
Wilayah, will take from your knowledge, and will not act according to 
their opinions, those ones (the other 72) will not find a way.”

sata: “[39:29] Allah sets forth an example: There ts a slave in whom are (several) partners 
differing with one another, and there ts another slave wholly owned by one man. Are the 
two alike in condition?” He [a.] said: ‘But rather tt ts the one who has associates with 
regards to whom they doubt because he was the first one who gathered them for his 
leadership, so they differed regarding it and some of them cursed each other for that, and 
some of them distanced themselves from each other. As for the man [a.] of peace, he ts the 
first one for the 8 Just and his Shites. Then he [a.] said: ‘The Jews differed, from after 
Musa [a.] and separated into seventy-one sects, one of which will be in the Paradise and 
seventy sects would be in the Fire. And the Christians separated, from after Isa [a.] into 
seventy-two sects, one of which would be in Paradise and seventy-one of the sects would be 
in the Fire. And this community will separate after its Prophet [s.] into seventy-three sects. 
Seventy-two sects would be in the Fire and one sect would be in the Paradise. And from 
these seventy-three sects, thirteen would be of those who claim to be in our [a.] Wilayah 
and show affection to us [a.]. Twelve sects from these would be in the Fire and one sect 
would be in the Paradise. And sixty sects from the rest of the people would be in the Fire’?

The Qadiyani tries to draw connections that the Ahmadiyyah is the only sect that 
is isolated from the rest, but however, for the aforementioned reason, this is not true. 
The Qadiyani also says, “Of note, it is only this community...that had at its head an 
individual who claimed to be the representative of the Prophet Muhammad PBUH” 

If we go with this, the Ahmadiyyah has at its head an individual who claims to 
be the representative of the Prophet, but according to the majority Corpus of all sects, 
the head figure of the true Muslims (The Shi’at of Ali bin Abi Talib who follows the

Representative, him and his family bearing many more titles, as well as being granted by 
Allah the ownership of the Universe. 

Not only does he use the changed Hadith, he completely ignores the Wilayah of 
Imam Ali [a.] and pretends that Ahl-ul-Bait is nonexistent, this is most likely due to the 
blasphemous remarks made by Mirza Ghulam, which will be discussed in a later 


chapter.

The Ahmadiyyah says that since the passing of Mirza Ghulam, the continuous 
and functioning Khilafat of the Ahmadiyyah is irrefutable proof of the Ahmadiyyah. 
The Qadiyani makes a choice to ignore the Khilafat of Imam Ali bin Abi Talib, Imam 
Hassan ibn Ali, Imam Hussain ibn Ali, Imam Ali ibn Hussain, Imam Muhammad ibn 
Ali, Imam Ja’far ibn Muhammad, Imam Musa ibn Ja’far, Imam Ali ibn Musa, Imam 
Muhammad ibn Ali, Imam Ali ibn Muhammad, Imam Hassan ibn Muhammad, and 
the Imam of our time al-Qa’im (May peace be upon them all). 

There is much in every Corpus proving the Wilayah of these pious individuals 
but because of the teachings of Mirza Ghulam, we can see why he ignores these. The 
Ahmadi once again brings out another Qur’an verse, Surah al-Nur Ayah 56 but again 
with the text of Ayah 55, and he says that this verse shows that Khilafat is a spiritual 
blessing from Allah the highest, so let us see what the pious Tafseer has to say about this 


verse: 


Al Husayn Bin Muhammad, from Moalla Bin Muhammad, from Al Washa, from 
Abdullah Bin Sinan who satd, T asked Abu Abdullah about the Words of Allah, 
Majestic is His Majesty: Allah Promises those of you who believe and do righteous deeds 
that He will Make them Caliphs in the earth just as He Made Caliphs, those from before 
them [24:55]. He said: ‘They are the Imams’.*

and Majestic in the earth”. — Al-Kafi’®

Muhammad Bin Ibrahim Al Nu’many, from Ahmad Bin Muhammad Bin Saeed Bin 
Ugqdat, from Ahmad Ibn Yusuf Bin Yaqoub Abu Al Hassan, from his book, from Ismail 
Bin Mabran, from Al Hassan Bin Ali Bin Abu Hamza, from his father, and Waheyb, 
who has said: (It has been narrated) from Abu Baseer, who from Abu Abdullah 
regarding His Words: Allah Promises those of you who believe and do righteous 
deeds that He will Make them Caliphs in the earth just as He Made Caliphs, 
those from before them, and He will Establish their Religion for them which 
He Approves for them, and He will Exchange for them from afterwards, their 
fear into security.

As shown by the Tafseer, it says that the TRUE caliphs are the Imams. As 


aforementioned I will not be proving their Khilafah nor their Wilayah or their Imamah. 


This is a topic best left to those more knowledgeable than me. 


The Qadyiani goes on to imply that the Ahmadiyyah were chosen by Allah since 


they are true Muslims, their claims will be addressed in a later chapter. 

The Qadiyani claims that the Ahmadi Muslim Community is the only 
community that has a Khilafat. However, this is not true as you can see Khilafat is very 
similar to theirs within the Ismailis; However, the true Khilafah of the Imams remains 


the best example to prove the Ahmadiyyah wrong. 
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Surah al-Fatihah and Durood 


Right off the bat it is very shocking to see how the opening chapter of the Qur’an 
and Durood proves a religion like Ahmadiyyah, let us see what the Qadiyani says. The 
Qadiyani brings out the verses that ask for Guidance from Allah within Surah al-Fatihah 
and says that Muslims worldwide recite this multiple times a day, as well as praying for 
Muhammad and his Progeny to receive peace and blessings just like Abraham and his 
Progeny. He says that the greatest of blessings that were conferred upon Abraham was 
the blessing of prophethood in his family. He brings out multiple Qur’an verses and says 
that God will send people a Prophet when Mankind needs Guidance. 

He continues, “Guidance has never in the history of the world come through 
scholars or religious authorities. On the contrary, these groups become the seed of 
corruption in the religion.” The Qadiyani claims that because of these corruptions, a 
Messenger has been sent in the form of Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani. The only 
correct thing he says is that the world has been receiving guidance from Prophets and 
their Khalifas. He also says that is it possible that after 1400 years the prayers of ALL 


Muslims have not yet been answered? 


Prophethood 


First let us address the claimant of prophethood made by Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
Qadiyani. Let us look at what Mirza Ghulam says: 


Lam not a claimant to Prophethood. I consider such a cdaimant to be outside the 
pale of Islam. 
— Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadtyani’” 


One could argue that this is contradictory to other statements made by Mirza Ghulam

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True Meaning of ‘Seal of the Prophets’ 


The Qadiyani brings up Surah al-Ahzab Ayah 40, in which Allah states that the 
Prophet [s.] is the seal of the prophets:

Muhammad is not the father of any of your men but is the Messenger of Allah and the seal of the 
prophets. And Allah has “perfect” knowledge of all things™ 


He begins to explain that the meaning of the verse is that after the time of the 
Prophet [s.], he will be the spiritual impress on others. He says that he can only be the 
seal if he actually does impress on others and further elaborates that this verse is a 
prophecy that one of his followers will become a perfect spiritual impress on others. 

This is a foolish argument and one worthy of the donkeys. For once again he 
ignores the Wilayah and the Khilafah of the Imams. There is no possible way that even 
through this explanation that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani would be the next 
messenger, the Mahdi, and the Messiah if we look at the corpus of all sects, everything 
points to that person being from the family of Ali ibn Abi Talib if not Ali bin Abi Talib 
himself. 

As aforementioned. I have already proven why it is illogical to think that Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad is a messenger. Plus, how can Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani be of 
the followers of Muhammad if his words are contradictory to the words of Muhammad 
and the words of Allah? 

The Qadiyani brings out the Qur'an 4:69 and says that there is a need for an 
Ummati or Follower Prophet to complete the seal of the prophets.

So let us see what the 
Messenger of Allah Abu Qasim Muhammad ibn Abdullah (May peace be upon him 
and his family) says compared to Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani. 

According to the Lahore Ahmadiyyah Islamic Movement via Ahmadiyya.org the 
Corpus of the Ahmadiyyah aligns with the Corpus of the Nawasib, so I will be using 
their books in this section. Furthermore, there will be future chapters refuting Lahore 


Ahmadiyya Islamic Movement and its claims about Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani. 


Mirza Ghulam Says: 


We consider tt necessary to follow even a weak Hadith if it ts not against the Holy 
Quran. We consider Bukhari and Muslim [the two compilations of 
Hadith] as the most reliable books after the Book of Allah [the Holy 


Quran].” 
Meanwhile Bukhari: 


Narrated Aisha: 
Once the Prophet [s.] was bewitched so that he began to imagine that he had 


done a thing which in fact he had not done. - 


Mirza Ghulam says to follow the Hadith, let us see what the Hadith say:

[s.] listened to his talk, fought by his side in (different) battles, offered prayer 
behind me. Zaid, you have in fact earned a great virtue. Zatd, narrate to us what 
you heard from Allah's Messenger [s.]. He said: I have grown old and have 
almost spent my age and I have forgotten some of the things which I remembered 
in connection with Allah's Messenger [s.], so accept whatever I narrate to you, and 
which I do not narrate do not compel me to do that. He then said: One day Allah's 
Messenger [s.] stood up to deliver sermon at a watering place known as Khumm 
situated between Mecca and Medina. He praised Allah, extolled Him and 
delivered the sermon and. exhorted (us), and said: Now to our purpose. O people, I 
am a human being. I am about to receive a messenger (the angel of death) from 
my Lord and I, in response to Allah’s call, (would bid good-bye to you), but I am 
leaving among you two weighty things: the one being the Book of Allah 
in which there is right guidance and light, so hold fast to the Book of 
Allah and adhere to it. He exhorted (us) (to hold fast) to the Book of 
Allah and then said: The second are the members of my household I 
remind you (of your duties) to the members of my family. He (Husain) 
said to Zaid: Who are the members of his household? Arent his wives the 
members of his family? Thereupon he satd: His wives are the members of his 
family (but here) the members of his family are those for whom the acceptance of 
Zakat ts forbidden. And he said: Who are they? Thereupon he said: ‘Ali 
and the offspring of ‘Ali, ‘Aqgil and the offspring of 'Aqil and the 
offspring of Ja'far and the offspring of 'Abbas. Husain satd: These are 
those for whom the acceptance of Zakat ts forbidden. Zaid said: Yes.” 


The Prophet commands us to follow the Ahl-ul-Bait, is Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
Qadiyani a member of the Ahl-ul-Bait? Was he even Arab? The truth was that Mirza 
Ghulam was a non-Arab, an Indian from Qadiyan. His ideals were influenced by Indian

With examples like these we see that Mirza Ghulam and the Prophet Muhammad [s.] 
disagree with each other. All views of the Ahmadiyyah are not only contradictory to 


themselves but also other views, especially in mainstream “Islam” and the True Islam. 


One question to all Ahmadis is what is Mirza Ghulam Ahmad? If he is a prophet 
then why does he claim to not be a prophet? If he is a messenger then what revelations 
did he receive that do not contradict previous revelations? If he is the Messiah then who

Everything contradicts each other. If he was a reformer why does he contradict 
the Prophet Muhammad [s.]?

The Qadiyani begins, “The Holy Prophet Muhammad gave an extraordinary 
prophecy with high specificity, relating to the coming of the Imam Mahdi and promised 
Messiah. Regarding natural events, over which no human being has control.” 

The Qadiyani quotes a Hadith from Sunan al-Daraqutni Volume 1, Page 188, 
which says: 


For our Mahdi, there are two signs which have never appeared before since the 
creation of the heavens and the earth, namely the moon will be eclipsed on the first 
night in Ramadan and the sun will be eclipsed on the middle day 


The Ahmadi tries to explain that this happened for Mirza Ghulam Ahmad much 
can be seen in a Reddit thread which can be found here. Before we even get into if this 
proves the Ahmadiyyah, let us first see the Hadith, who narrated it, who it is from, and 
if it is a reliable Hadith. 

The chain of narrators is: From Abu Sa’id al-Istikhari, from Muhammad ibn 
Abd Allah ibn Nawfal, from Ubayd ibn Ya’ish, from Yunus ibn Bukayr, from Amir ibn 
Shimr, from Jabir, from Muhammad ibn Ali. The Ahmadi lies here and claims that this 
Hadith is from the Prophet [s.] when it is from Muhammad ibn Ali, whoever that may 
be. If we assume it is Muhammad ibn Ali al-Baqir [a.] it should be noted that the book 
is of the Nasibiyyah and therefore not a reliable chain of narrators or narration. 

Let’s see what the Nasibis say about Sunan al-Daraqutni. It is of the majority of 
the Nawasib that the majority of the Hadith in Sunan al-Daraqutni is fabricated and 
weak. Ibn Taymiyyah even said, “Daraqutni used to mention the unreliable hadiths in 
his Sunan, so that he and the other scholars can make it clear that those Hadiths are 
unreliable.” 

Not to mention if we look at the hadith itself, and its grading, we find that the 


grading is weak”.

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Not only do the Ahmadis lie, but they also use weak and fabricated Hadith as 
proof of their Messiah. Is this sensible talk? Is this proof? Is this something that can be 
used? As I have stated in the past, even if I have but an atom’s weight of knowledge 
when compared to the Imams and reliable scholars, the Ahmadiyyah truly only has half 
of an electron’s weight of logic. 

However, the Qadiyani continues, he brings Surah al-Qiyamah, claiming that 
some verses reference this event. Let us look at the Tafseer of the Ahl-ul-Bait, perhaps we

To bring up a weak hadith as evidence and take the Qur’an 
out of context?”*Furthermore, he brings up verses from the Injeel (Bible)”* which again 
is out of context, as if you look at what the verses previous and after say, it refers to the 
Son of Man.” 

The Qadiyani again uses an analogy with the aforementioned ‘proofs’ and 
connects it with records of eclipses showing how these ‘signs’ happened over Qadiyan. 
As I have proved to you how the proofs that were used are not reliable and not proof for 
Mirza Ghulam being the promised Messiah, this point and claim will be voided. 

He then quotes from Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani who says that this 


(voided) sign was for him, let us see what he says:

Another proof of this is that twelve years before this sign occurred 
Almighty God had informed me that such a sign would occur, and this news 
which was announced in Babreen-e-Ahmadtyyah, to hundreds of thousands of 
people before the sign was manifested.”

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Message Refutation 


The Qadiyani says that the message of Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani is 
another irrefutable proof of his truth. Because his message is true, he is also true. The 
Qadiyani then brings his message—the things that are needed to even join Islam 


Ahmadiyyah. They are: 


Till the last day of his life he (the Ahmadi) shall abstain from Shirk 

He shall keep away from falsehood, cruelty, adultery, dishonesty, disorder, 
rebellion, and other evils 

That He shall offer the 5 daily prayers 

That he shall not inflict injury on any creature of Allah neither by the tongue, 
hands or any other means 

That he shall bear every single hardship for the sake of Allah 

That he shall not follow vulgar customs and guard against evil inclinations 
He shall live in humility and discard all arrogance 

He shall value religion higher than anything else 

He shall have sympathy for All of God’s creatures 

He shall establish brotherhood with Mirza Ghulam Ahmad and obey him till his 
last breath 


He claims that no one can find any faults into these callings, that there is no evil 
within them. For the most part, this is true, but he adds, “If he (Ahmad) was a false 
prophet, then Satan must have incited him for making false claims. But how could that 
be—would Satan invite mankind to Islamic Morals?” He later adds “...Evil can never call 
to goodness of any degree...” 

This is a foolish statement. The Ahmadi in the past has brought up the Hadith of 
73 sects to prove Mirza Ghulam’s truth. However, now this Hadith is what is proving 
him wrong. The Hadith says that 72 sects will be going to the hellfire, and only 1 will go 


to Jannah. First of all, let us ask who is the one who misguides? 
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If Iblis, or Satan, is the one who misguides and calls people to come with him to 
Jahannam, then it does not matter if he preaches Islamic Morals or not. Are the rest of 
the 72 sects of Islam not also Islamic? Do they not also teach ‘Islamic’ Morals? 

What may seem good might actually be evil. For example in this modern world, 
there are many scholars who call people to do “good’ to worship Allah, but they are 
deviants, they do not follow ¢vuly what Abu Qasim [s.] has taught. Even Umar ibn 
al-Khattab [I.] called people to Islam, but because of his oppressive nature, what he did 
to the Ahl-ul-Bait, as well as stealing the Khilafah of Imam Ali [a.], do you expect such a 
man to go to Jannah?

These are his irrefutable proofs? Proofs that are weak, proofs that ignore important 


facts, and proofs that contradict previous ‘irrefutable’ proofs?

Beliefs of Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 


Introduction: 


The previous section was for refuting the ‘7 irrefutable Proofs of Ahmadiyyah’ 
This section is dedicated to the Lahore Ahmadiyya Movement mainly their website 
which can be found by the URL Ahmadiyya.org. There are many things that the 
website has and that this section shall refute. This book is to expose the lies of Islam 
Ahmadiyyah, wherever they may be. The previous section was focused on True Islam 


UK, and there will be later sections dedicated to trueislam.com.”® 


Now let us fully dissect the lies and see their contradictory words. 


Mirza Ghulam Did Not Claim Prophethood 


The movement says, “Hazrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad is accused of claiming to be 
a prophet, in violation of the Islamic teaching that the Holy Prophet Muhammad was 
the Last of the Prophets (Khatam-un-nabiyyin or Khatam-ul-anbtya).” Let us see what 
proofs they bring of this: 


This verse” also clearly argues that, after our Holy Prophet, no messenger shall 
come into the world. Therefore, it 1s proved perfectly manifestly that the Messiah, the son 
of Mary, cannot return to this world.” 


The Holy Quran does not permit the coming of any messenger (rasul) after the 


Khatam-un-nabtyyin, whether a new one or an old one. o

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Mirza Ghulam does say that the seal of the prophets means that there will 
be no prophet after him but there is falsehood to his claims. Firstly it should be 
addressed that he is using Tafseer bil Ra’y when he says that the Messiah, Isa the 
son of Maryam cannot return to this world. Let us see what the Hadith says 


about this verse. 


The verse in question: 


77 03 (+E Hk Fa FF w 
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Muhammad is not the father of any of your men, but is the Messenger of Allah and the seal of 
the prophets. And Allah has “perfect” knowledge of all things. (33:40) 


The Tafseer: 


Ali Bin Ibrahim said, ‘This was Revealed regarding the importance of Zayd Bin 
Haarisa. The Quraysh said, Muhammad reproaches us tf we make a claim on 
each other, and he has made a claim, and he is Zayd!’ So Allah Said: 
Muhammad was not a father of any one of your men [33:40], Meaning, at that 
time he was not the father of Zayd’. He said, ‘Hts Words: and the last of the 
Prophets [33:40]. It means that there is no Prophet after him.” 


Firstly it should be worth mentioning that it is agreed upon by the corpus of the 
Sunni and the Shi’a that Isa ibn Maryam [a.] will not return as a prophet, with him 
praying behind Al-Qa’im and saying, “I have been sent as a minister, not a 


commander.” 


Let us see what else the Movement ascribes to Mirza Ghulam: 


I have heard that some leading Ulama of this city Delhi are giving publicity to 
the allegation against me that I lay claim to prophethood.... I respectfully state to 


be Tafseer al- Qommi 2: 194 
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all these gentlemen that these allegations are an entire fabrication. I do not make 
a claim to prophethood. ... After the Holy Prophet Muhammad, I consider 


anyone who claims prophethood and messengership to be a liar and unbeliever.“ 


This seems very contradictory to the other sayings of Mirza Ghulam: 


True God 1s that God who has sent his Messenger (Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
Qadiyani) to Qadiyan.” 


The movement goes on: 


According to Islamic authorities, the words nabt ( prophet’) and rasul 
(‘messenger’) are not only used for actual prophets, as defined in Islamic 
terminology, but can also be applied in a metaphorical sense, or in the sense of 
their linguistic meaning, to someone who ts not a prophet. These words can be 
and have been, applied to some of the great saints of Islam, who were certainly not 
prophets because they possessed some qualities of prophets such as communication 
from Allah (in the limited form in which it ts promised to true believers by the 
Holy Quran and Hadith). A Muslim who ts spoken to by God ts known as a 
muhaddas. This ts the term used by the Holy Prophet Muhammad himself, as 
given in Bukhari. Hazrat Mirza Ghulam Ahmad used these words nabi and 
rasul about himself in the way that they are used for Muslim saints, for someone 
who ts a muhaddas, and he made tt perfectly clear that he was not claiming to be 


a prophet. 


The movement says Prophet and Messenger could be metaphorical, and that a Muslim 
who is spoken to by Allah is a Muhaddas. Is Bukhari reliable? Let us take a look at some 
contradictory Bukhari Hadith:

Narrated ‘Aisha: Allah's Messenger never missed two Rakat before the Fajr 
prayer and after the Asr prayer openly and secretly. 


Narrated ‘Aisha: Whenever the Prophet come to me after the 'Asr prayer, he 
always prayed two Rakat. © 


Narrated Muawtya: You offer a prayer which I did not see being offered by 
Allah's Messenger when we were in his company and he certainly had 
forbidden it (i.e. two Rakat after the Asr prayer) © 


With contradictions as these, is Bukhari reliable? But surely the Prophet forbade it 


afterward, right? Let’s look at some more contradictions: 


Narrated Anas bin Malik: The Prophet was neither conspicuously tall, nor short; 
neither, very white, nor tawny. His hair was neither much curled nor very 
straight. Allah sent him (as a Messenger) at the age of forty (and after that) he 
stayed for ten years in Makkah, and for ten more years in Medina. Allah 
took him unto Him at the age of sixty, and he scarcely had ten white hairs on his 


head and in his beard.” 


Narrated Ibn ‘Abbas: Allah's Messenger was inspired Divinely at the age of 
forty. Then he stayed in Makkah for thirteen years and then was ordered to 
migrate, and he migrated to Medina and stayed there for ten years and then 
died.”

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So which one is it? Ten years in Makkah or thirteen? Is a book with contradictions like 
this reliable? 


The movement says that Nabi or Rasul is sometimes used metaphorically for 
Saints. A lot of the Jama’ah of Islam Ahmadiyyah ascribes this word (saint) to many 
scholars of the Nawasib including names such as Al-Ghazali. But wouldn’t the word 
saint better be ascribed to the 14 infallibles? Would this word not be better ascribed to 
those who cannot make mistakes? Who are actually holy? 

In a letter from Maulavi Abdul Karim says that people came to Mirza Ghulam 
and asked him, “Why should we not consider you greater than the Shaikhain (Abu Bakr 
and Umar [la.]), and nearer to the Holy Prophet?” Mirza Ghulam became physically 
agitated and spoke for 6 hours on the virtues of the Shaikhain.” 

As we can see, Mirza Ghulam is a Nasibi (an enemy of the Ahl-ul-Bait) as he 
supports the enemies of the Ahl-ul-Bait. Is this fitting of the Mahdi? To be against the 
Ahl-ul-Bait? Abu Bakr and Umar ibn al-Khattab [la.] are of the biggest enemies of the 
Ahl-ul-Bait, taking Ali ibn Abi Talib [a.]’s rights away to the Caliphate, attacking his 
wife and the daughter of the Prophet [s.], Fatimah Zahra [a.], and causing them much 
grief. 

Is this the promised Messiah and Mahdi? A man who orders us to follow books 
that contradict themselves and supports the enemies of the Ahl-ul-Bait and the killers of 
Fatimah Zahra and Mohsin [a.]? If this was the Mahdi, then there should be doubts in 


the entire religion!

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Mirza Ghulam Is The Mujaddid of The 14th Century 


Many of the claims brought by the Lahore Ahmadiyya Movement have already 
been brought out by True Islam UK and have been refuted in previous chapters. They 
claim that Mirza Ghulam is the Mujaddid (reviver of the religion) of the 14th century 
A.H. They bring up the Khilafah of the Shaikhain says that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad is 
the spiritual successor of the Prophet [s.]. 

What rubbish is this? We have already refuted these claims in the chapter True 
Meaning of ‘Seal of The Prophets’ The Ahmadiyyah is the biggest insult to the 
Master of our Time. Truly we, his Shi’a, are the only ones who feel his presence and cry 


for his pain and the pain of his forefathers. 
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The Promised Messiah 


The Movement states, “There are well-known sayings of the Holy Prophet 
Muhammad [s.], prophesying that “Jesus, son of Mary” shall appear among the 
Muslims in the last days, at a time when they would be in the most dire straits, facing 
destruction at the hands of their enemies, and he shall lead them to victory. Muslims 
generally took these prophecies literally, believing that the prophet Jesus [a.] had gone 
up to heaven alive, and would descend from there to rescue them. In Hazrat Mirza’s 
time, this wrong belief was being much exploited by Christian missionaries who 
argued that as, according to Muslim belief itself, Jesus did not die like a mortal, 
but has been alive in heaven for nearly two thousand years, from where he will 
descend later on, it follows that he must be much more than a mortal human 
being, and vastly superior to the Prophet Muhammad [s.] who died like every 
human being must do. 7o this argument, Muslims had no answer.” 

As aforementioned, this book is not to disprove Christianity or prove Islam over 
Christianity, however, it is worth mentioning that this does prove that Shi’a Islam is one 
of the truest forms of Islam. As Shi'a, we all know that Jmamahb is superior to 
Prophethood except to the Prophet Muhammad [s.]. We know al-Qa’im [aj.] is not 
below Isa bin Maryam [a.] as he is in Ghaybah, therefore this argument does not have 
much standing. 


Let us take a look at what Mirza Ghulam says to these Christians: 


Lf the objection be raised here that as the Messiah (Jesus) was a prophet, his like 
should also be a prophet, the first answer to thts ts that our leader and master (the 
Holy Prophet Muhammad) has not made prophethood a necessary condition for 
the Messiah to come. On the other hand, tt ts clearly written that he shall be a 
Muslim, and shall be subject to the Shariah of the Quran like ordinary Muslims, 
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and he shall not go further than this that he 1s a Muslim and the imam of 


Muslims.” 
This is known. But let us see what else he says: 


The return of Jesus ts not mentioned anywhere in the Holy Quran, but the ending 
of prophethood 1s mentioned perfectly clearly. To make a distinction between the 
coming of an old prophet [t.e. Jesus] and a new prophet ts mischievous. Neither the 
Hadith nor the Quran makes such a distinction, and the negation contained in 


the hadith report ‘There is no prophet after me’ is general.” 


So which one is it? Jesus will return as a Muslim under the Shari’ah of the Qur’an 
or Jesus will not return at all? There are numerous Hadith of both the Corpus of 
the Nawasib and the Shi’ah that Jesus would return under the Khilafah of the 
Mahdi. Why is it that Allah came to Mirza Ghulam and said that what the 
prophet said isn't true? Is this not contradictory to the beliefs of Mirza Ghulam?

In the chapter previous to this one under the same title, we looked at what beliefs 
were ascribed to Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani by the Lahore Ahmadiyya Movement.

We believe that whatever Allah has said 
in the Holy Quran, and whatever the Holy Prophet Muhammad has 
said, is true, as stated above. And we hold that any person who removes 
even one jot from the Shari‘ah of Islam or adds even an iota to it, is 


without faith and excluded from Islam. i 


Does this mean that Mirza Ghulam admitted that He himself is a Kafir?

It is well known by the majority of those who claim to be Muslim, as well as the 
Muslims, that Isa ibn Maryam, or as known in English, Jesus Christ, the Son of Mary, is 
the Messiah who will return during the Khilafah of Al-Qa’im and will be the one who 
kills the Dajjal.

Here we see once again the lies of the Ahmadiyyah, this time even lying about 
their own Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani! They claim that he has not insulted Jesus, 
but look at what he also says! Mirza Ghulam even lies as well! He says that he will not 
insult Jesus and that he is similar to Jesus, yet he calls Jesus a gluttonous alcoholic, a 
kafir, and a person who committed Zina!

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Section III: The “Proofs” of “Al Islam” 


Refutation of Mirza Bashiruddin Mahmoud Ahmad’s (second caliph of Ahmadtyyat) “Invitation to Abmadtyyat” 
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The Need of the Hour 


Alislam.org—the official website of the Ahmadiyyah Muslim Comunity, under 
the book “Invitation To Ahmadiyyat” which was written by the Second Ahmadi 
Caliph, states; “The first argument bearing on the truth or falsehood of a claimant to 
divine leadership is based on the need of the hour. A well-established divine law tells us 
that an act of God is neither out of place nor out of time. A new idea does not descend 
from God unless the world is in need of it. On the other hand, when the need for an idea 
has become clear, it can be withheld no longer. The law holds good in the physical 
world.” Basically, what Bashir al-Deen is saying is that in the case of Islam, it was dying 
and in need of Mujadid (reviver). 

The False Caliph goes on to continue to explain how Allah is the guide, and how 
people are in need of guidance. He brings verses of the Qur’an that explain how people 
would cry, “Why have we not been sent a messenger to guide us?” and how Allah said 
that indeed he has sent messengers to every nation—they were just too blind to accept 
the message. 

He continues explaining how guidance has been specifically promised for the 
Muslims, in his book he states, “The inner protection of the Holy Quran at least means 
that when the followers of the Holy Book deviate very far from the Holy Quran so that 
the Book becomes reduced to mere words, and the minds and hearts of men become 
sealed against it, God will restore the original power and influence of the Holy Book, 
make its meaning plain once again and restore to the dead book all its life and freshness. 
This promise by God is corroborated by the Traditions of the Holy Prophet — one has 
reached us through Abu Huraira,” This was his first mistake. 

Firstly, he quotes Abu Huraira, who is a man known to lie in the name of the 
Prophet and attribute sayings to him that have been altered to fit his own agenda, or the 
agenda of the tyrants who stole Ali’s rights and oppressed the Ahl-ul-Bait—these 
individuals whom are revered by most Muslims and are commonly known by the names 
of Abu Bakr, Umar, and Uthman [la.].

"The Prophet [s.] said, 'The best alms ts that which ts given when one ts rich, and 
a giving hand 1s better than a taking one, and you should start first to support 
your dependents.’ A wife says, You should either provide me with food or divorce 
me.’ A slave says, ‘Give me food and enjoy my service." A son says, "Give me food; 
to whom do you leave me?" The people said, "O Abu Huraira! Did you 
hear that from Allah's Messenger [s.] ?” He said, "No, it is from my 


own self.” 


It is known that the Ahmadiyyah use unreliable sources for their religion and 
fabricate things to support their argument and lie about Islam, Muhammad, the Qur’an, 
and even their own Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani, so it makes sense why the false 
caliph quoted a man known to fabricate. 

The false caliph continues, he states that the protection of the Quran means the 
protection of Islam. This book will not prove the Tahrif of the Mushaf of Uthman, in 
this statement, he could be considered correct as the Qur’an is with our current Imam, 
however, Islam is a religion that does not have many followers, there are many pretenders 
but not many believers. However this fact is not that important, the Caliph continues 


saying that the religion needs spiritual revivers he states: 


The Tradition brings out another point, however. Spiritual reform- ers, promised 
ill the Tradition, was to rise at the turn of each century. The evils which they 
would fight - evils arising from a failure to understand the meaning of the Holy 
Quran - would abound at the beginning of every century. A reformer every 
hundred years assures a continuity of divine protection. Islam was to be guarded 
by the advent of a reformer every one hundred years. It was to be served by these 
reformers or by others who came under their influence. It was to be protected from 
the danger of misinterpretation. In short, the teaching of the Holy Quran may be 


summarized as follows 


He then lists 6 summaries: 
1. Both the physical and the spiritual needs of man have been promised 
fulfilment; spiritual needs, in particular, have been promised fulfilment 


because thetr scope ts more extensive and their importance much greater. 
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But for such a promise, the whole drama of creation would be without 
meaning. 

2. There ts a definite promise of divine guidance whenever such guidance ts 
needed by man. 

3. If such guidance does not come, man will have the right to find fault with 
God. 

4. If guidance does not come in time of need, those who suffer for want of 
guidance cannot be punished; to punish them would be an act of cruelty 
and God cannot be cruel. 

5. There ts an unambiguous promise for the raising of reformers to interpret 
afresh the meaning of the Holy Quran. 


6. Such reformers will appear every one hundred years. 


For the first point, the physical and spiritual needs of man have been fulfilled 
through the Imams. The Imams are the guides of the Ummah. They are the successors 
of the Prophet Muhammad [s.] in both the Physical Caliphate and the Spiritual 
Caliphate. This also crosses over to the second point. 

For the third point, it should be noted that guidance did come, as 
aforementioned, in the form of the Ahl-ul-Bait. From Adam to Muhammad, and Ali to 
the son of Hassan al-Askari, peace be upon all of them. The fourth point does not make 
sense to me. 

Guidance, or rather the Truth, has always been readily available to mankind, and 
apparent to mankind. The Truth has always been ‘under our noses’ — it is the only man 
who rejects the truth. We see in the stories of the Prophets and the Imams that many 
people rejected them even though they preached the truth. And even if some people 
“accepted” their message, they are usually hypocrites — not taking the full message, 
rejecting some parts of the message, or adding innovations and later on contradicting 
the message despite their claim to obedience to the message. This truth is apparent with 
the Nawasib as well as with the Usuliyyah, although most are unaware. 

And it is this unawareness that is my point, mankind has never truly fully sought 
guidance. Allah promises us guidance, but does man promise to follow the guidance? 


Allah has given us free will, he has allowed us to be unjust and/or just. Because of this 
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fact, Allah is the most just, it is our choice whether we reject his guidance or accept it—it 
is our choice whether we become aware or stay unaware.” 

The fourth point has already been answered by the aforementioned Imams. It 
should also be pointed out that the advent of there being reformers of the religion is 
contradictory to the word of God, as we see that he has said that the religion is complete 
and that there is no more need for reform or addition. The Imams are the continuers of 
the religion, as well as the revivers, as advent by the stories of such divine figures such as 
Muhammad al-Baqir who awoke the Ummah from their ignorance after the martyrdom 
of Al-Hussayn and his son Imam Al-Sajjad, Zayn al-Abideen. 

Furthermore, the statement that there will be reformers of the religion, and/or 
that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani was a reformer of the religion, further proves the 
point that Ahmadiyyah is not within the fold of Al-Islam and is a religion that was 
innovated and is innovative. Islam is not in need of reform. Perhaps the Ummah needs 
to be awoken from their ignorance, but Al-Qa’im will complete such a task. Just like his 
false prophet, the Caliph follows in his footsteps in admitting that Ahmadiyyah in itself 
is Kuffar. 

The fifth point is void as the hadith that was brought was narrated by Abu 
Hurairah, a known liar. The rest of the argument has already been addressed, with 
Mirza Ghulam claiming the titles of the Ahl-ul-Bait”’ being the guide to the Ummah 
which is lost. Although there is truth in the fact that the “Ummah” (those who claim to 
be Muslim) is lost, the real Muslims (who are few) have no doubts for even in the 
Corpus of the Nawasib — which the Ahmadis follow — states that if you hold onto the 
[teachings of the] Ahl-ul-Bait, you will be rightly guided.”

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Testimony of The Holy Prophet 


The first subsection of the chapter is titled “Second Coming of the Messiah, 
important Islamic Belief” and it should be noted that this belief disproved the 
Ahmadiyyah as there is no solid proof that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani has existed 
before. Furthermore, Ahmadis can never agree on what Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
Qadiyani is. We have seen from Ahmadiyya.org that they say that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad 
was a reviver of Islam, and from True Islam UK that he was the promised Mahdi and 
Messiah; however, if we read the sayings of Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani himself, we 
see that he claims to be a prophet, the son of God, the Messiah, and the Mahdi. It is 
crazy that a man can be all of these things at once, and it is, even more, crazier that Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani claims to be a Muslim but says he is a Prophet and the son of 
God. 

The caliph then begins talking about signs of the coming of the Mahdi, just as in 
all other times, he relies on the corpus of the Nawasib to prove his point. Let us look at 
the true signs of the return of the Mahdi from the books of Al-Islam and check whether 
Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani met these signs: 


The rise of Suftyani 

The Hasanid will be killed 

The Abbasids will dispute over the worldly kingdom 
The land will be swallowed up at Al-Bayda’ 

The Sun will stay still at the time of its decline to the middle 
during the afternoon prayers 

The Sun will rise from the west 

Nafs al-Zakiyyah will be killed 

A Hashimite will be killed in Makkah near the Kaaba 
The wall of the mosque of Kufa will be destroyed 
Black standards will advance from Khorasan

The rise of Yemeni 
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- Al-Maghribi will appear in Egypt and take control of it in 
Syria 

- A Turk will occupy the region of Al-Jazirah 

- The Byzantines will occupy Ramla

Yahya Ibn Abi Talib reported on the authority of Ali Ibn Asim, on the authority 
of Ata’ Ibn al-Sa ‘tb, on the authority of his father on the authority of Abd Allah 


Ibn Umar, who said: 


The Apostle of God, may God bless him and his family, said: “The hour (of the 
end of the world) will not arise until the Mahdi from my descendants comes 
forth. The Mahdi will not come forth until sixty liars come forward, all 
of them declaring: 'T am a prophet.” 


We can see from these signs that Mirza Ghulam Ahmad Qadiyani has not fulfilled 
these signs. Al-Sufiyani has not risen against Mirza Ghulam Ahmad when he was alive, 
nor did we see the black flags of the army of Al-Khorasani or Al-Yemeni.
